The business executives who take part in the 
Conference typically have responsibilities at a vice presidential 
or office-director level. 


Lis The format for the CIA visit is a luncheon followed 
by an hour's briefing. A Deputy Director or Associate 
Deputy Director serves as moderator, with middle- and senior- 
Level CIA officers serving as "discussants" during the 
briefing. The latter consists of a 15-20 minute overview of 
CIA and the Intelligence Community by the moderator, followed 
by a question-and-answer period in which the CIA discussants, 
selected for a variety of geographic and functional exper- 
tise, take part. 


Be There are usually 30-35 Brookings participants in 
each Conference.
